Chain stores pay higher wages and higher 
rent than independent stores, according to 
high authorities. The Federal Trade Com ­ 
mission, in its final report on the chain store 
investigation, stated, that in the food busi­ 
ness the average chain store paid 7 5 % more 
rent than the average independent store. 
The 1933 Census of American Business of 
the United States Department of Commerce 
shows that chain food store wages in Penn­ 
sylvania averaged from 2 7 % to 6 1 % higher 
than wages paid to employees in independ­ 
ent food stores. 


HIGH TAXES PAID BY CHAINS 


Chain stores already pay their full share 
of taxes. They realize that the cost of G ov­ 
ernment must be met by taxes and they are 
willing, if necessary, to pay even more taxes. 
They object to a tax, such as the proposed 
store tax, which would handicap a method 
of distribution that saves the public money.

COSTLY ADVERTISING 


USED BY CHAINS 


Some people have said that if the chain 
stores can afford to spend so much money 
on this advertising campaign, they can af­ 
ford to pay the Store Tax. Chain stores ex­ 
pected this criticism before they started. 


The amount of advertising space they huve 
used may seem enormous. Hut ail the advertising 
they have bought, ha- cost about '*% of the annual 
tux under this Hill. They think they are justified 
in investing one-twentieth of the amount this tax 
would cost in one year to protect their customers, 
employees, and themselves. 'I hey not only think 
they ure Justified, but they consider if their duty 
to tell (tie iacts a< thev see them.
